DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 

Referring to FIG. 1 of the drawings, a eel lu I ar phone embody ing 
the present invention is shown and includes a circuit board 3. A 
first and a second speaker 4 and 5, respectively, a microphone 6, an 
operation panel 7 and a display 8 are mounted on the circuit board 
3. The f i rst speaker 4 se I ect i ve I y outputs a rece i ved speech or sound 
including a call incoming tone and music. The second speaker 5 
outputs only sound. The first and second speakers 4 and 5 are spaced 
from each other on one major surface of the circuit board 3 so as to 
implement a stereophonic effect* The speaker 4 is positioned such
